ENVOY TO BE RECALLED

Washington, D. C., April 19.—[Spe- 
cial.}—It is war. 

Gen. Huerta has refused flatly to com- 
ply with the ultimatum of President Wil- 
son and salute the American flag with- 
out conditions. 

A meeting of the cabinet has been called 
for 10:30 tomorrow morning. 

At that meeting President Wilson will 
submit the address to congress which he 
is preparing tonight, for the consideration 
and revision of his advisers. 

CONGRESS WILL ACT TODAY. 

At 3° o’clock tomorrow afternoon the 
president will read the edited address to 
eongress. 

Immediately thereafter a resolution, 
which will be prepared in the morning 
during a conference between the presi- 
dent, Senator Shively of Indiana, acting 
chairman of the senate foreign relations 
committee, and Congressman Flood of 
Virginia, chairman of the honse foreign 
affairs committee, will be introduced in 
the two houses and adopted unanimously. 

This resolution will authorize the pres- 
ident to use the land and naval forces of 
the United States to obtain redress for 
the insult and indignities which have been 
heaped upon this government, and to deal 
with other matters to which he will refer. 


ORDERS TO BADGER TO FOLLOW. 

Following the adoption of this resolution, 
formal orders will be issued to Rear Ad- 
miral Badger, commander of the North 
Atlantic fleet, now within two days’ 
steaming of the east coast of Mexico, ind 
Rear Admiral Howard, commander of 
the Pacific fleet, directing them to es- 
tablish a formal blockade of all the ports of 
the disturbed republic. 

Instructions also will be sent to Brig. Gen. 
Taskar H. Bliss, commanding the troops 
along the frontier, directing him to estab- 
lish an embargo against all Mexican towns 
along the Rio Grande. 

Then all Mexico will be enveloped within 
forty-eight hours by the armed forces of 
the United States. 

GREAT EXCITEMENT IN CAPITAL. 

Washington is in a state of feverish ex- 
citement tonight as a result of today’s de- 
velopments. 

The scenes at the White: House and the 
state department resemble those on the 
Sabbath preceding the war with Spain.

The first communieation from Mr.

manning of vessels of war. This may be the 
only opportunity that naval militiamen wil!

Will Use Revenue Cutters. 

It developed today that the revenue cutter 
service of the treasury department, the prin- 
‘cipal duty of which is enforcemerit of the 
customs service regulations, will take a con- 
‘spicuous part in the belligerent blockade of 
the Mexican coast. A complete blockade by 
battleships would be out of the question bé- 
‘@ause of the fact that these large craft are 
,gompelied to atand.several miles off the 
coast at all times. 

The plans made by Gen. Wood and his two 
assistants conform to the president's pres- 
ent policy, which contemplates a blockade, 
but the movement of no troops into Mexico. 

Gen. Wood recently stated that this de- 
clency is serious and would be one of fatal 


consequence in a war with a first class power. 


He said it would require three years to supply 


the field artillery equipment necessary to a 
war with a great power. 

As Mexico is a little and poorly equipped 
power the deficiency in field artillery would 
not be a fatal handicap to operations by 
the American army. But it is admitted that 
the deficiency is likely to cost the lives of 
thousands of American soldiers, who will 
be forced to fight the battles that the field 
guns otherwise would speedily terminate. 

“We are trying to get 1,292 guns,“ said 
Gen. Wood, in speaking of the need of field 
artillery. We have already. either built 
or under manufacture or appropriated for 
756 guns, leaving 580 guns to be provided.

No resoiution has been prepared. up to this 
time, but it will an easy matter to draw 
one, and it is likely that: before tomorrow 
night, if the president should be put to the 
necessity of going to congress, a joint reso- 
lution will be passed, practicaliy by unani- 
mous vote, giving him authority to use the 
army and navy and to call out the militia 
if necessary, 


Cuban Resolution a Model. 


The form of resolution passed just before 
war was declared with Spain carried à pre- 
amdle reciting the conditions in Cuba as a 
shock to the moral sense of the people of the 
United States, a disgrace to Christian civil- 
ization, | ‘referred to the destruction of the 
battleship Maine. and wound up by the as- 
sertion that such “ abhorrent conditions 
could no longer be tolerated. Then followed 
a resolution declaring the people of Cuba 
are “and of right ought to be free and in- 
dependent.”’ f 
The second paragraph in the resolution 
demanded the withdrawal from Cuba and 
Cuban waters of the land and naval forces 
of Spain. The third paragraph in the resolu- 
tion is the one that will probably serve as a 
model for the resolution that will be passed 
in response to President Wilson's appeal. 
In the Cuban resolution this paragraph read 
as follows: 

That the president of the United States 
be, and he hereby is, directed and em- 
powered, to use the entire land and naval 
forces of the United States and to call 
into the actual service of the United 
States the militia of the several states 
to such extent as may be necessary to 
carry these resolutions into effect. 


Resolutions Will Recite Causes. 
The resolutions to be passed tomorrow will 
probably carry a preamble reciting the cir- 
cumstances which make action necessary. 
This will be for the purpose of preserving to 
history a record of the incident.

Representative Fitz Henry of Illinois, said 
congress was tired of waiting on Huerta. 

A vigorous policy will gain the president 
unanimous support in congress,“ Mr. Fitz- 
Henry said. There is not the least bit of 
sentiment for any more concessions to 
Huerta.“

ROCKEFELLER AND THE TRAPPER. 


Chranicle.] 

Away back in 1882 William Rockefeller, 
the oil magnate, bought for himself some 
50,000 acres of land in and around the town 
of Brandon, N. T. He wished to make a 
game preserve something after the fashion 
of European titled men, where he could rest, 
hunt, or fish at his leisure and to the exclu- 
mon of tne public. 

The oil magnate’s ambitious scheme grew 
to completeness except for one annoying de- 
tail. In the midst of the vast tract which 
he purchased was a small plat of ground 
where an old trapper dweit in happy isola- 
tion, and this the owner refused to sell. It was 
his home, and he wished to pass the remain- 
der of his waning life in the midst of the for- 
ests and mountains he had learned to love 
and from which he had exacted a humble 
living. | 

Mr. Rockefeller coaxed, cajoled, wheedled, 

and threatened, but to no avail. Finally he 
tried persecution. 

On his great preserve he caused to be post- 
ed some 8,000 signs warning all persons in 
no unmistakable terms that it was private 
property and that all trespagsing, hunting, 
and fishing were strictly forbidden. 

Oliver Lamora, the owner of the plat and 
the cabin, had to live, to eat, like other men, 
so he committed the unpardonable crime of 
eatching for himself some fish in one of the 
streams that passed through the restricted 
preserve. For this he was arrested and haled 
before the court. Morally it was persecu- 

tion, but legally the agents of the magnate 
hoped to be able to force him out. They 
were unsuccessful, for, despite its other 
weaknesses and injustices, the New York 
law prohibits the restriction of fishing in 
streams which are supplied from the state 
hatcheries, as are those through the 
8 preserve. 

Later Lamora was brought into court on a 
civil action which charged him with causing 
damage to the Rockefeller property by tres- 

| passing upon it, The case went through all 
the state tribunals, and, though the oil mag- 
nate was awarded damages only to the ex- 
dent of 18 cents, the costs amounted to $800, 
which would have forced the old trapper into

BABY WEEK.

62 a greater interest in infant welfare and 
to raise funds to help the Infant Welfare 
society reduce the baby death rate. 

Eight thousand nine hundred and thir- 
teen babies died in Chicago in 1913. These 
numbers are not the whole loss, for prob- 
ably as many more babies were stricken and 
will live a miserable existence for a few 
more unhappy years and still others will live 
on to become in some manner public charges 
and burdens upon society.

Not all these deaths are preventable, for 
some of these little lives were doomed 
before birth, because of the physical weak- 
ness or disease of one or both of the par- 
ents, and by right should not have been 
born at all. 

Others were born with a good physical 
inheritance, but poverty, ignorance, or neg- 
lect perhaps were to blame. 

Improper feeding certainly carried off 
many of the babies. Old, stale, dirty cow's 
milk was doubtless fed to some, for no 
other is accessible to many of the poor 
mothers, and they do not know that such a 
diet is poison to a baby. 


— 

The Infant Welfare society of Chieago 
maintains thirteen free milk stations where 
poor mothers may get fresh, pure milk and 
where they are taught how to care for their 
babies. The baby week campaign, it is 
hoped, will make possible the establishment 
of more milk stations and, if possible, will 
bring the number up to fifty. 

Chicago has never yet failed to solve its 
problems when it knew the need and was 
aroused to action, What is true of Chicago 
ig true of all cities, especially when life is 
at stake and sanitary questions involved.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


ING CHARLES of Roumania will cele- 
brate his 75th birthday and the forty- 
eighth anniversary of his election to 
his Balkan throne today. His career 
may be regarded as one of the ro- 

mances of modern royalty. He was doing 
duty as a lieutenant of the Firet regiment 
of Foot Guards at Potsdam when notified 
of the fact that the Roumanian people had 
chosen him as their ruler. 

Bismarck, whose advice he sought about 
the matter, privately urged him to obey the 
summons and to found a Hohenzollern 
dynasty in the southeast of Europe, but re- 
frained, however, from actively or openly 
gupporting the venture, disclaiming, indeed, 
all official responsibility or even cognizance 
of the affair. 

The relations just at that time between 
Prussia and Austria were exceedingly 
strained, and Bismarck wished to avold 
everything that would make the situation 
more acute or precipitate the crisis, which 
resulted three months later in the war of 
1866. 

— 

Austria did not relish the idea of having a 
scion of the house of Hohenzollern on the 
throne at Bucharest, in view of the 1mpend- 
ing struggle with Prussia, and determined 
to prevent Charles from reaching Roumtania. 
A close watch was kept for him on the Aus- 
trian and Bulgarian frontiers. It was only 
by means of the utmost secrecy and by re- 
sorting to a succession of disguises that he 
was able to traverse the dominions of Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, and reached a Rou- 
manian riverside town, where he landed, 
garbed in the livery of a footman, after hav- 
ing entered Austrian territory at Salzburg 
asa blue spectacled merchant. 

Fifteen years later, in 1881, he was raised 
by his people, with the approval of the for- 
eign powers, from the rank of sovereign 
prince of Roumania to that of king and was 
crowned with a crown composed, not of gold 
and precious stones, but of steel, wrought 
from the guns captured by his troops in their 
many victories over the Turks in the war 
of 1877. He won for himself lasting fame as 
a successful commander and as a soldier of 
heroic courage in the company.

In 1887 King Charles received an offer of 
the Bulgarian throne from the Bulgarian 
regency and legislature. The Bulgarians 
were moved by the success he had achieved 
in converting Roumania into a power of mili- 
tary, political, and above all, of ¢conomic 
importance, and recalling, too, the leading 
role which he had played ten years previous- 
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the] to return to the co 
‘| ecreated a sensation, foe ae We eee 


ly in their war of emancipation from Turk- 
ish rule, were eager to have. him: as their 
sovereign after the abdication of Alexander 
of Battenberg. 

Their idea was that there should be a dy- 
nastic union between Bulgaria and Rou- 
mania, somewhat of the same kind as that 
still existing between Austria and Hungary, 
and which formerly connected Sweden and 
Norway as well as the Netherlands and Lux- 
emburg. But the Roumanian government 
declined to consent to this proposition, which, 
if accepted, might have averted the two re- 
cent wars in the Balkans. It was only after 
being turned down at Bucharest that the 
Bulgarian regency, headed by Stambouloff, 
began hawking their throne around Europe, 
finally, after humiliating disappointments in 
many quarters, securing a willing candidate 
in Prince Ferdinand of Coburg.

The princess by birth is a Countess Mar'i- 
anne Torok of Hungary and a cousin of 
the former secretary of the Austrian em- 
bassy at Washington, Count Alexander 
Torok. Her mother, a mémber of the his- 
toric house of Vetter von der Lilie (an 
illegitimate branch of the French royal house 


of Valois), after being divorced by Count 


Joseph Torok, married the well known Hun- 
garian engineer, the late Theodore von 
Puskas, founder of what is known as the 
Spoken Newspaper at Pesth, which provides 
its subscribers, not with reading matter but 
with aural news communicated by telephone. 

Countess Marianne Torok, finding life 
with her mother’s second husband intolera- 
ble, left home and went on the concert stage 
as a planist and singer. Most of her pro- 
fessional career was spent outside Austria, 
with many ups and downs, especially the 
latter, and she was often in extremely 
straitened cincumstances, beth prior and 
subsequent to her marriage in 1898 to Baron 
Arthur Muller von Kingspor of the Sixth 
regiment of artillery of the Austrian army— 
a union speedily sundered by divorce. 


„ 

It was at Pesth, in the Hotel Hungaria, 
that Countess Marianne first attracted the 
attention of Khedive Abbas seven years ago. 
At his instance she followed him to Egypt 
and took up her abode the following winter 
at Koubbeh in a villa just opposite his sub- 
urban palace at Cairo. There she lived as 
Countess Torok for several years, her posi- 
tion being so equivocal that the women of 
the diplomatic corps in Egypt and of the 
foreign colony at Cairo declined to hold any 
sort of intercourse with her. 

She was ostracized in the most relentless 
fashion and subjected to all sorts of slights 
by the society of Cairo, foreign and native, 
the women of which were encouraged there- 
to by the knowledge that their attitude 
towards the countess was a source of satis- 
faction to the first wife of the khedive, 
Princess Ik bal. 

a . 

In 1912 the countess became a convert from 
Christianity to Islam, at Cairo, receiving the 
name of Zobeida in lieu of Marianne, and 
thereupon married the khedive according to 
Moslem rites, on hia return from his pil- 
grimage to Mecca, which he is said to have 
undertaken for the express purpose of 
silencing any opposition on the part of the 
clergy of his faith to the union with a woman 
who had been born and bred as a Christian, 

Princess Zobeida, however, found that as 
a Moslem consort of the ruler of Egypt and 
as second khediviah she was subjected to 
all the restraints and lose of liberty that 
fall to the share of Mohammedan women, 
no matter what their rank. She began to 
bine for the freedom which she had enjoyed 
as her husband’s belle amie prior to their 
marriage. Her temper suffered from her 
captivity.

altimore, Md., April 15.-—-[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—My attention has just been called 
to a statement with reference to the rate 
hearings in Washington which appeared in 
THE TRIBUNE on April 10, and in that con- 
nection the following words are used: Wil- 
lard and Delano admit juggling of mainte- 
nance figures to Thorne.” 

I wish to state that I admitted nothing of 
the kind, and, so far as I am aware, neither 
did Mr. Delano. Further, the statement is 
not true as regards the Baltimore and Ohio 
company, and I do not believe it is true of 
any of the companies interested in the rate 
movement in eastern territory, and still fur- 
ther, to my personal knowledge, Mr. Thorne 
has never claimed that the railroads had 
dishonestly or improperly manipulated their 
figures for the purpose of influencing the de- 
cision in the present case. 

He did say that the railroads spent larger 
sums for maintenance during certain years 
than they spent for the same purpose in 
other years, and this the railroads admitted. 
The Baltimore and Ohio company has spent 
more money on maintenance some years 
than during others because the earnings 
were such as to justify, at times, the larger 
expenditures.

This Force if Federals and 
Rebels Combined. 


NO CHANCE FOR UNION. 


Guerrilla Warfare Expected if 
President Orders Invasion 
of Stricken Republie. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 
Washington, D. C., April 19.—[Special.]— 
In case the United States army invades Mex- 
ico it will have to cope with approximately 


125,000 men under the direction of Huerta 
and Carranza. 


Huerta and Carranza both will oppose in- 
vasion by an American army. It is doubted, 
however, that such invasion would force 
them into concerted ection against the com- 
mon foe. 

Huerta forces are estimated by the war de- 
partment at 85,000 men and 200 pieces of ar- 
tillery. He now has 5,L00 men in the field. 

Carranza has about 40,000 men under vari- 
Obregon on tne Pacific coast 
has 10,000 men with twenty p.eces; Villa has 
12,000 men with sixty pieces; the younger 
Carranza and Gonzales hae 8,000 men and 
twenty guns, and scaitering commands prob- 
ably will sweil the force te 40,000 men. 

In addition to the Federalists and Consti- 
tutionalists, Zapata, south of Mexico City, 
has a force of abeut 10,000 men armed with 
rifies. He has no field guns. 


Huerta Army Well Trained. 

Huerta’s army is weil trained, well 
equipped, and ready for stubborn fighting. 
Huerta has experienced zenerals in Velasco, 
who is now campaigning against Vilia, the 
two Maases, Maure, and Blanquet. The last 
named is minister of war and has immediate 
charge of the defense of Mexico City. 

Huerta has an abundance of both armsand 
ammunition for his men and plenty of am- 
munition for his 200 field guns. 

Of the Constitutionalists, Obregon is the 


only one with a really. efficient force. He has 


sufficient ammunition for his men and plenty 
for his field pieces to operate for a number 
of months without further supply. Also his 
‘men are well drilled. 

Villa has only a limited supply for his men 
and practically none for his 60 fleld pieces. 
The latter are of many calibres, and he has 
found it impossible to assemble ammunition 
enough to keep them in action. 

The younger Carranza and Gonzales have 
practically no ammunition, either for men or 
field pieces. 

There are many bandit commanders with 
small forces of men operating in every state 
in Mexico. These bands probably would 


. harass an invading army to some extent, but 
there is little likelihood of their merging, as 


their principal aim is loot. 

If invasion should be ordered, following 
the proposed blockade of the ports, it is 
believed Mexico City again wil) be the goal 


— 


ot the Fm ea ‘as in the former 
war with Mexico. 

Vera Cruz undoubtedly would be the start- 
ing point. The Atlantic fleet would be able 
to make a landing there possible. Also it 


could give sufficient protection to the army 


until the latter is ready to move on. 
There are two routes from Vera Cruz to 
Mexico City. One is the Jalapa route, taken 


by Gen. Scott in his advance in the former |.

There is only a small force of Federals in 
Vera Cruz today, under Gen, Maas. 


Would Harass March on Capital. 

The Mexican army hardly would be able to 
withstand the march of the Americans from 
Vera Cruz to Mexico City by either route, ac- 
evording to high military officials here. The 
largest number of men Huerta could handle 
would be about 30,000. 

The march probably would be featured by 
a number of engagements, each one marking 
a further advance by the Americans. Both 
routes have been studied carefully by the 
United States army strategists, and should 
the invasion be ordered, every move would 
be worked out according to a campaign 
planned in advance. 

Guerrilla warfare undoubtedly would mark 
the progress of the army towards Mexico 
City. Besides the regular troops which 
Huerta would put into the field, there are 
numerous bandit troops along both routes 
from the seaport to the capital. These 
might cause some trouble, but even they 
have been taken into consideration in the 
active planning of the staff corps. 


Huerta More Powerful. 

More resistance is expected from the 
Huerta troops than the Constitutionalist 
forces. It is conceded both will oppose the 
American trops if there is intervention and 
invasion. 

Huerta is known to be trying to make ar- 
rangements for concerted action against the 
common foe. This is regarded as unlikely 
by the men who have studied the situation 
at first hand and none the war department 
informed. 


UNCLE SAM’S AIRSHIP FLEET 
READY FOR WAR WITH MEXICO. 


Department Officials Admit Plans Con- 
template Wide Utilization of This 
New Arm of Service. 


Washington, D. C., April 19.—[Special.]— 
Uncle Sam's aeroplane fleet is ready for any 
emergency. War department officials admit- 
ted today that plans of the army war 
college contemplated wide utilization of this 
new arm of the service in case of hostilities 
in Mexico.

Urges Laymen to Spir- 
itual Activity. 


FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY. 


Parish Celebrates Half Century 
of Existence with Series 
8 of Services. 


The world is growing better, but Evanston 
still has a multitude who need conversion, 
according to Bishop Charles P. Anderson, 
Protestant Episcopal bishop of Chicago, who 
* preached yesterday morning in St. Mark’s 
church, Ridge avenue and Grove street, 
Evanston. His sermon opened the celebra- 
tion of the fiftieth anniversary of the organ- 
ization of St. Mark’s parish. Before his ser- 
mon Bishop Anderson administered the rite

About fifty of tne crergy or the diocese are 
expected to join in the celebration today, 
which marks the exact date of the organi- 
gation of the parish fifty years ago, April 20, 
1864. 

Iowa Bishop Speaks. 

The Rt. Rev. H. S. Longley, suffragan 
bishop of Iowa, a former r r of t.

Hard Unboiled Soap. 


Here comes the recipe for unboiled soap prom- 
ised just now. It is warranted good by a 
housewife of experience. I can say nothing of 
my own knowledge concerning it, never having 
made a pound of soap in my life. 

“One can of patent lye and six pounds of 
clear grease. Dissolve the lye in one quart of 
hot water, then allow it to cool, Add the grease 
(which has warmed enough to run easily) slow- 
ly and stir until it begins to saponify, then add. 
two tablespoons of powdered borax and one or 
two teaspoons of oil of sassafras. When the 
stirring gets to be difficult, pour the soap into 
square tins (or granite is best) previously 
dipped i cold water.

This is 
excellent laundry soap and will not chap the 
hands.

It is highly desirable that the custard be of 
close, velvet-smooth texture. There are two 
things that will lead to its having scores of 
small or large holes, which mar its appearance 
and make its digestion less perfect. The most 
comyaon reason for these holes is that the water 
bath becomes overheated so that the egg, in- 
stead of merely coagulating, shrinks as the 
white of an egg always will do with too much 
heat, whether it is used for clearing a soup. 
fried, or however cooked. The white of egg 
spreads out greatly in cold water, but in hot 
water you can cook an egg in the shape of a 
perfect sphere because the heat shrinks it so 
quickly. 

— 


Those who use a thermometer for cooking 
can start the bath at a temperature of 185 and 
keep it so, but for the novice in cooking it is 
safest to fill a small dripping pan with cold 
water, set the custards in it, and by the time the 
water is at the boiling point the custards will 
be done unless the fire is immoderately hot. 

We bea@ eggs for a cake so as to incorporate 
all the air in them we can; causing them to 
rise, but we do not want the custard to behave 
in the same way, so we beat it only until its 
natural stringiness is well broken. If too much 
beaten, the surface of the custard as well as 
the substance is not of the desirable smooth- 
ness. ‘ | 
The cup custard without sugar is used as a 
garnish for fish. A third of a cup is baked in 
one of those tiny cups called a timbale, and 
the custard poured out is then called an egg 
timbale. In public places these are rarely of 
perfect consistency because overcooked. 

Another and a delightful way to prepare the 
custard is to melt sugar, with a tiny bit of 
water, and cook to the caramel stage for the 
lining of the cups. This custard is what is so 
universally favored in Europe as the créme 
renversée, being turned out or inverted always 
when served. The perfect custard belongs | 
strictly to the large class of cooked creams.

ITH the change from wintry winds and 
chilled rooms to mild enervating

An old Scotch physician told me that with 
every change of climate we should change our 
diet. Rare meats, canned vegetables, and rich 
puddings that digest without distress in cold 
weather should be replaced by delicate poultry 
or fish, fresh vegetables, and fruit as the ther- 
mometer rises. | 
In the first warmth of spring food does not 
nourish nor satisfy, sleep does not visit the 
exhausted brain, and sallow pallor or ashen 
tinge takes the place of healthful color. But 
change the food to the light and simple qual- 
ity, cutting out all white breads anc pastry, 
and there will be an immediate loss of uneasy 
symptoms. The simple food at once builds 
up the lessened strength, sleep and all good 
feelings follow, to be interrupted only when 
carelessness sends one back to the old un- 
nutritious diet again.

CALLS SULLIVAN 
ALTGELD’S ENEMY 


August Zilligen Jr. Says Sena- 
torial Candidate Had Dag- 
ger for Former Governor. 


DRAWS A WARM RETORT. 


The tribute paid to the late John P. Altgeld 
last week by Roger C. Sullivan, Democratic 
candidate for United States senator, has pro- 
voked a discussion among Altgeld admirers 
regarding Mr. Sullivan's loyalty to the for- 
mer governor. 

August Zilligen Jr. of 4034 Roscoe street 
igsued a statement in which he charged Mr. 
Sullivan with having bolted toth Altgeld and 
Bryan, and denounced the senatoria! aspi- 
rant’s statement that he tried to serve Alt- 
geid. Mr. Zilligen is reported to be support- 
ing James C. McShane, a Sullivan rival. \ 

* Altgeld was elected governor in spite of 
Sullivan and his influence, said Mr. Zilligen. 
“ Yet Sullivan said in his speech to the north 
side Germans that he tried to serve Altgeld. 
He did, but it was witha dagger 

Mr. Zilllgen's attack on Mr. Sullivan yes- 
terday drew a warm retort from James C. 
Russell, vice president of the Altgeld Memo- 
rial association. Mr. Russell says Mr. Sul- 
livan’s right to ciaim friendship with Altgeld 
cannot be questioned. 


Draws Warm Retort. 

The officers of the Altgeld Memorial as- 
sociation,’’ Mr. Russell said, “‘ are in a posi- 
tion to know who the friends of the late gov- 
ernor are, if deeds and not words are to be 
taken into account. Our records show the 
friendship of Mr. Sullivan for the great 
Democratic leader was manifested not only 


before but after his death. 


“Of the original Altgeld memorial fund 
of $10,800, Mr. Sullivan subscribed $500 him- 
and two of Mr. Sullivan's intimate 
friends and supporters, former Mayor John 


P. Hopkins and F. 8. Peabody, each gave 


$1,000. Other friends and supporters of Mr. 
Sullivan were among the most generous con- 
tributors to the fund. Mr. Sullivan has made 
other contributions to the work of preserving 
the memory of Altgeld. 

In the Democratic county convention of 
1892 the work of Mr. Sullivan and Mr. Hop- 
kins made it possible for Mr. Altgeld to re- 
ceive the solid support of the Cook county 
delegation to the Democratic state conven- 
tion. Mr. Sullivan’s statement of his friend- 
ship for Mr. Altgeld is borne out by the 
facts and the records, and the real friends of 
the late governor know it. 

The Mayo Men’s Benevolent association at 
a meeting in Emmet Memorial hall adopted 
resolutions indorsing Mr. Sullivan.

SCHOOL DIPLOMAS 
GO UP IN SMOKE 


The sands of Graduates Will 
Fail to Get “Sheepskins” 
This Year. 


WALL PERILS FIREMEN. 


** Diploma-less '’ graduation exercises will 
be held in many universities and prepara- 
tory schools this year. Thousands of 
** sheepskins,’’ done in old English text and 
ready for distribution among colleges and 
high schools, went up in smoke yesterday 
when fire destroyed the plant of the W. M. 
Welch Manufacturing company at 1516 Or- 
leans street, makers of school supplies. 

The flames started on the second floor, sup- 
posedly from crossed wires, and spread rap- 
idly through the building, which was stocked 
with iniammable materials. 


Wall Falls; Firemen Escape. 

The rear wall fell and carried away the 
stairway of a two story dwelling occupied 
by Albert Hoffman, his wife and son, and 
Rudolph Kellar, his wife and two children. 
All of them were carried out by firemen. 

Five firemen were ascending a ladder when 
the crash came, but al! succeeded in jump- 
ing to safety. At first it was thought some 
of them had been caught beneath the mass 
of bricks. August Johnson, a pipeman, was 
cut by flying glass. 

A part of the wall crushed the roof in on 
the stables of the Rumford company, 417 
Rush street. The stablemen had anticipated 
this, however, and had led all of the animals 


to safety.

any American. Yet in actual pronortion to 
population that feat was accompnshed by 
Servia two years ago, when the Balkan allies 
fought the Turks. Servia mobilized an army 
of 350,000 eager fighters in three weeks; 
armed, equipped, and provisioned that army, 
and put it into immediate action. The na- 
tion that succeeds in a feat of that sort 
earns the concentrated attention of ita neigh- 
bors, Servia made good. Business takes 
notice. 

With the territory gained in the Balkan 
war, Servia’s present area is practically 
double that of the old kingdom. New Servia 
is inhabited by its own people from end to 
end. The population is a million greater 
than before, and the national future of the 
country is demanding every energy and 
resource of the capable Servian adminis- 
tration. Servia is decidedly on the business 
map of Murope these days. 


Servia Commands Attention. 

The American manufacturer can spend 
profitable time examining Servian business 
opportunities. Present business is good 
enough in the kingdom to attract a con- 
stantly increasing stream of German, Aus- 
trian, and English commercial travelers, who 
are busily ‘“‘ laying pipe for the trade com- 
ing with the big development of the newly 
won territory. 

The Serbs have no manufacturing indus- 
tries of their own. The resources of the 
country are agricultural; the Servian popula- 
tion ig engaged in farming and stock raising 
and to a limited extent in mining. Their 
wents must be supplied by foreign manufac- 
turers. 

Austria-Hungary virtually owned the trade 
with Servia in former years. Then came a 
tariff war nine years ago, in the course of 
which Austria estranged Servia and lost @ 
great part of its Servian trade. 

The Germans, ever alert for new trade op- 
portunities, came trooping in to take ad- 
vantage of the bitterness against Austria. 
Today Germany sells 30 per cent of the Ser- 
vian imports, equaling Austria’s sales total; 
the remainder of the trade goes to English, 
French, and Swiss traders, with a small but 
steadily increasing portion coming to Uncle 
Sam. 


Country in Good Shape. 

Servia has emerged from the strain of the 
Balkan war in unusually good shape. Busi- 
ness failures have been conspicuous by their 
scarcity. The law extending business cred- 
ite during the war period was used but little. 
The Servian business men esteemed it a 
point of national honor to decline to avail 
themselves of the credit extension legalized 
by the moratorium act. 

Now, with the new territory open for de- 
velopment, with the big army disbanding 
and the men back at work on the farm, and 
with crops good, business is firm enough to 
insure a solid upbuilding of trade. 

In the series of discussions over the ap- 
portionment of new territory won from Tur- 
key by the Balkan allies, Saloniki was the 
principal bone of contention between Greece 
and Servia. Servia fought strenuously for 
an outlet to the sea and concentrated its ef- 
forts in trying to get this importatt port of 
Saloniki, on the gean sea. 

It was a bitter disappointment to the Servi- 
ans when the final settlement awarded the 
port to Greece. However, the arbitration in- 
cluded definite recommendations to Greece to 
maintain Saloniki as a free port.“ 


Saloniki to Be Free Zone.“ 

Negotiations in progress now will give Ser- 
via a free zone at Saloniki for the han- 
dling of goods to and from Servia without the 
superyision of Greek customs officials or the 
payment of Greek import duties. By that 
neutral zone arrangement Servia will secure 
the great commercial advantage of a virtual 
seaport of its own, with direct rail connection 
via Uskub to Belgrade. 

The Saloniki port situation is of great in- 


terest to Americans, in that it provides direct 


entry for American goods to Servie, which 
can be transported directly from the United 
States to Salonika by low cost ocean freight. 
To date most home manufactures have come 
into Servia through German and Austrian 
middlemen. 
have come direct to the Austrian port of 
Trieste on the north end of the Adriatic, 
where the goods have been reshipped to Bel- 
grade via the Austrian railways.

MUMPS EPIDEMIC ALARMS 
M’CORMICK BIBLE SCHOOL. 


Almost a Score of Students Victims 
of Disease Which Cannot Be Traced 
to Source. 


An epidemic of mumps Is causing consid- 
erable concern among the Presbyterian stu- 
dent ministers in the McCormick Theologi- 
cal seminary at Fullerton avenue and Hal- 
sted street. About twenty of the students 
have been victims, and half a dozen cases 
have developed within the recent few days. 

The authorities at the. school have been try- 
ing to stay the prog ess and prevent pub- 
licity of the epidemic until the final exam- 
inations are done. The finals will be held 
in a short time. 

The chief concern is being felt among the 
married students. With their children, they 
reside in apartments about the school. There 
is the possibility that they may carry the 
disease from the school to their homes. The 
balance of the student body is in a tension. 

The epidemic first came to the attention of 
the authorities of the school about six 
weeks ago. At that time there were six 
cases reported. The origin of the disease 
could not be determined nor the cause of 
its rapid spread. 

There are 180 students in the school. A 
number of theta are reported ill, the total 
said to be as high as ever before, but all 
the ailments have not been diagnosed as 
mumps. 


Perhaps 30 per cent of the total 
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men without visible means of support are 
to be searched and suspicious persons af- 
rested.

The chief reason given for the bulls chang~- 
fag their position on the market was the 
fact that the usual spring demand had 
failed to materialize as expected, and for 
this reason traders were more inclined to 
‘think prices would have to decline to a level 
where the competition from Argentina 
could be met. The fact that receipts have 
fallen off to small proportions did not 
check the selling, and while some of the 
leaders were still positive in their views in 
regard to higher prices, the pit sentiment 
wae more bearish than for some time. 


Plate Offerings Big Factor. 

Undoubtedly the main factor has been the 
continued offerings of Plate corn. How 
far domestic prices will have to decline isa 
question, as Argentine owners are still re- 
ducing their prices from time to time in 
order to effect sales, and they are still get- 
ting higher prices than usual for their of- 
ferings, the prevailing values for Plate corn 
in the east and at the gulf ports being higher 
than it usually commands abroad. Com- 
pared to foreign prices our markets present 
a hopeless aspect so far as any export busi- 
nes is concerned.

Crop Conditions Splendid. 


Practically perfect conditions for the growing 
wheat crop, favorable weather for seeding opera- 
tions on th sides of the boundary in spring 
wheat country, indifferent foreign markets, and a 
slow cash demand here checked the buying en- 
thusiasm in the wheat trade. Prices generally 
were easier, but there was an absence of heavy 
selling pressure and short covering caused more 
strength at times. 

At one time the May went to a premium of 8e over 
the July, which caused some unfavorable com- 
ment, as there Was nothing in the cash demand 
apparently to justify any such premium at this 
time. The Armour concern is supposed to be long 
the May wheat and to own also the bulk of the 
cash wheat here and at Kansas City, the two 
winter wheat markets which have afiy big supply 
of wheat. Shorts in May consequently were 
uneasy and were inclined to close their contracts 
in this month. The trade recently has gone over 
into the July rapidly. 


Country Offerings Increase. 


The price for Chicago May wheat advanced 
relative to other markets, with the result that 
considerable wheat was brought from other sec- 
tione during the week to come here. A cargo 
of Duluth No. 1 northern was bought to come 
here at the opening of navigation, and there was 
quite a little Nebraska wheat bought to come 
here. Shipments have exceeded the receipts con- 
siderably here, however, and there is no heavy 
or burdensome supply of wheat. Kansas City 
stocks are expected to decrease sharply for the 
week, but it was predicted that much of the 
Kansas City wheat would be brought here during 
May if the prices of Chicago May held firm. In 
the northwest the cash marketa were firm at 
Minneapolis, which was the only place showing 
any strength in that department. Stocks there

Peo- 
ple won't buy bonds, because with politics 
what they are no one can foresee what the 


earning power of a property will be. People 


will buy city bonds because they can't take 
away their earning power, because they are 
tax exempt. 


Future Depends on Politicians. 

No one’s judgment for the future is any 
good, as it cannot be based on conditions but 
must be guessed.at, depending as it does en- 
tirely on the whims of politicians. We al!

Dullness Not Due Alone to 
Domestic Troubles, Promi- 
nent Banker Says. 


FIGHT ON PRIVILEGE. 


People of Many Nations, He As- 
serts, Are Gaining in Bat- 
tle for Control. 


New York, April 19.—One of Wall street's 
most thoughtful students of economics was 
found last week poring over a sheaf of for- 
eign news clippings. | 

“A lot of people who can’t see any farther 
than their nose,” he said, “are obsessed 
with the idea that the business stagnation 
we are experiencing is due to local politics. 
Last Monday 50,000 men marched through 
the streets of London in support of the nine 
labor leaders who were deported from South 
Africa. 

Today the government of Italy is facing 
a serious strike of 115,000 employés of state 
railroads. Only recently the Brazilian gov- 
ernment proclaimed a state of siege in sev- 
eral of its largest cities, including Rio de 
Janeiro, 

Here is a cable dispatch which says that 
an uprising is brewing in India against Eng- 
lish rule. Throughout Germany, France, and 
Russia, according to these reports, thereisa 
spirit of unrest such as has not existed in 
many years. A few weeks ago, as a result 
of public criticism, the entire cabinet of the 
Chinese government resigned.“ 


World-Wide Strife Blamed. 

When the pile of clippings had been ex- 
hausted the speaker, who is an international 
banker, continued in answer to a question: | 

„What has all that got to do with us? | 
Why, it shows that we are not exempt from 
the world-wide movement now going on to 
force the privileged classes to make conces- 
sions for the good of the so-called common 
people. 

These outbreaks have come at regular 
intervals since the beginning of history. In 
this country the public has been expressing . 
its disapproval of the business methods em- | 
pleyed by some of our captains of industry, | 
and those men have not as yet learned to 
play the game according to the new rules. 
In the meantime business is suffering.“ 

The banker was asked what, in his opinion, 
would be the outcome of the controversy 
now being waged. 

“There never has been and never will be 
a fight to the finish,“ he said, because at 
a certain stage of the controversy business 
shrinks to a point where the masses are 
affected, and then there is a general cry for 
peace. Something like that is going on now, 
and a compromise will soon be reached. The 
ground gained each time against privilege, 
however, is never lost.“ 


Cites a Case in Point. 

Before the banker had finished speaking he 
was handed a Wall Street news slip which 
announced the retirement from the New 
York Central board of J. Pierpont Morgan, T. 
S. Bowdoin, his partner, and L. C. Ledyard, 
counsel for the Morgan firm. 

Here is a case in point,“ he continued. 
A good many of us have come to realize 
that there is something in the charge that a 
banker who profits by lending money to a 
railroad has no moral right to act as bor- 
rower as well as lender. It is true that mem- 
bers of the Morgan firm have not withdrawn 
from all railroads, but this announcement 
was certainly made as a result of public criti- 
cism.”’ 

This week's annual meeting of the stock- 
holders of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion will be attended by a delegation repre- 
senting the stockholding employes. That is 
something entirely new in the history of the 
steel corporation. For the last few yearsa 
New England stockholder has been fighting 
for better working conditions for employes. 


Rock Island Report Due. 

Another interesting development sched- 
uled for this week is the report of the expert 
employed by the Rock Island stockholders’ 
protective committee. It will be recalled 
that T. M. Schumacher, chairman of the 
board representing the Phelps Dodge inter- 
ests, who are large holders of Rock Island 
company preferred stock, stated some weeks 
ago that the system needed $20,000,000 be- 
fore July 1, and $49,000,000 all told within the 
next five years. 

If the bondholders’ expert confirms those 
figures there is a chance that the holders 
of Rock Island shares will be allowed to par- 
ticipate in the forthcoming reorganization; 
if the Rock Island ig in no great need of 
funds the bondholders may foreclose on their 
collateral, which is the stock of the old rall- 
way company, and wipe out the shareholders 
of the New Jersey holding company. Wall 
street is anxiously awaiting the report. 

Some of the members of the bondholders’ 
protective committee are in favor of taking 
‘guch action. If that ie dene, however, a 
“howl” will go up from th. outside holders 
of the Rock Island company’s stock. The 
sudden and unexpected departure of D. G.

the United States. The American films, in 
such real public favor, are of a great and un- 
reckoned educational importance to home 
manufacturers. They create desires for 
things American and a familiarity with 
American products of every day use. Com- 
petent observers say their influence already 
has made itself felt in the trade of American 


goods. 

Another unreckoned asset for American 
trade is in the thousands of Servians whore- 
turned from the United States at their coun- 
try’s call to arms. Hundreds came from Chi- 
cago alone. These Servians have a pref- 
erence for things American; they bring back 
new ideas and tastes, and above all a great 
admiration for the United States and its 
products. They seek American wares, but 
to date have been indifferently supplied. At 
that, they have contributed materially to 
the increase in American shoe sales in the 
Servian market. 


American Shoes Sold There. 

Five years ago Servia’s shoe trade was 
owned by Austria and Germany. Today over 
a quarter of the shoe importation is Ameri- 
can, and the figure is increasing rapidly. 
Two or three home manufacturers have 
studied the Servian market enough to have 
gained good business. In Belgrade are two 
American shoe lines for which the Servians 
giadly pay 28 and 30 francs per pair. The 
price is very high for Servia, but they sell 
rapidly. 

A great St. Louis flrmhas exploited another 
divigion of the shoe trade. They discovered 
that the average Servian foot is too substan- 
tial to take easily to the trim city lasts. They 
adapted a heavier and clumsier last for Ser- 
vian conditione and Servian feet. 

Their preliminary investigation is netting 
them increasing sales these days by virtue 
of their farsightedness in meeting conditions. 
German competitors already prophesy that 
the Americans will have the Servian shoe 
trade completely cormered in a few more 
years. 

The Americans won their shoe trade by fair 
credit arrangements with the dealers at the 
outset. Their sales are made on the basis of 
partial cash payment in advance, the balance 
at the time of delivery of the goods in Bel- 
grade. At that, such terms are by no means 
as good as those offered by the Austrians and 
Germans, who offer three and six months’ 
credit to reputable firms. But American style 
and quality win the orders. 


Cash Terms Prove Drawback. 

The work of the wise shoe exporters 18 in 
radical contrast to the usual credit terms of 
newer American export beginners, whose 
plan is Cash in advance, New Tork,“ at 
time of shipment. It takes thirty to sixty days 
at present for American goods to reach Bel- 
grade, which explains the lack of success in 
trying to force such cash in advance terms. 
The markets are too full of foreign competi- 
tors offering credit to the Servians to enable 
such American practice to win order s. 

The mining industry in Servia, a country 

of great and unexploited mineral resources, 
ig away underdeveloped. After the coal 
mines, whose product is consumed in the 
kingdom, come the copper mines. The one 
big copper working, the Bor mines, de- 
veloped by a French concession, sell their 
entire copper output to America, routing it 
down the Danube to the Black sea and then 
to Trieste, where the copper is reshipped to 
the regular lines plying between America 
and the Mediterranean. 

The situation in copper, lead, and antimony 
is worthy of the attention of American 
capital. Dr. Dimitri Antoula, chief of the 
Servian department of mines, says Servian 
mineral resources have never been more than 
explored. Local capital for exploitation has 
been lacking. Available Austrian and Ger- 
man capital has been declined courteously. 
Servia fears the political contro] that goes 
hand in hand with European capital invest- 
ment. 


Further Copper Discoveries. 

Dr. Antoula says that copper ore at unusu- 
ally high grade has been located elsewhere 
in northeast Servia by preliminary govern- 
ment mineralogical surveys; lead ore, zinc, 
and antimony are present, some of which 
have been partly developed. In the newly 
conquered territory to the south are mines 
which have not been worked since Roman 
times. Turkish misrule discouraged develop- 
ment, : 

Dr. Antoula adds that an American mining 
syndicate, with competent mining engineers 
and real resources, would be welcomed by the 
Servian government. The development of 
their copper and lead mines seriously inter- 
ests the Servians, who themselves have not 
had capital available for more than super- 
ficial explorations and who are distrustful of 
European capital. 

American capital, without political strings, 
would be in a position to secure unusually 
favorable attention from the Servians on 
these mining concession, both in the old and 
the new territory. The fact is doubly inter- 
esting in view of Uncle Sam's position as big- 
gest buyer of Servian copper ore. 

Servia’s powerful national aspirations pro- 
duce a political situation in relation to its 
neighboring countries that is of real interest 
to American business. In their new found 
national strength and independence they are 
jealously watchful of European advances, 
trade and otherwise. This is particularly true 
of relations with Austria, their big neighbor 
on the north and west. The Servians see the 
hand of big politics in every move made by 
Austrians and are decidedly averse to the 
overtures made by Austrian business. 


Friendly to U. S. Trade. 

Cutting out that fatal cash-in-advance re- 
quirement would vance American sales 
immediately. The Servians are ready to 
pay on arrival of American goods, even in 
preference to the time credits so freely ex- 
tehded by German and Austrian competitors. 
The sentiment of doing business with Amer- 
ica, without the fear of any political back- 
ground, is a very real one, of itself an ad- 
vantage that the incoming American could 
use to strong effect.
